FOUR CATTLE DROVERS. 

From a gentleman who arrived from 
there yesterday and Avalanchian learned 
the following particulars of the robbery:

GOING TO GET THEIR GOLD CHANGED. 


Monday after dinner they paid their 
board bills and had luncheons put up, 
which they swung on their saddles with 
straps. It wasnoticed that each man 
was armed with two navy sixes, but as 
they had been traveling in wild coun- 
tries but little attention was paid to that. 
With the remark that they would try the 
bank once more to see ifthey could get 
their gold changed, they rode off leisure- 
ly in that direction, 

HOW THEY W@RKED A BANK. 

When they got in front of the bank 
three of them dismounted, leaving only 
one outside to hold the horses. The three 
men walked into the bank. At the time 
the only officer in was Mr. Taylor, presi- 
dent of the bank, who was paying a negro 
some money. When the last of the three 
entered he quietly locked the door, while 
another of the gang let down the shades 
over the doors and windows. This 
startled Mr. Taylor, who asked what they 
meant by doing that. The reply was, 
‘‘We want your money, and you had bet- 
ter hand it over quick.” Mr, Taylor 
said, ‘‘] can’t do that.” ‘‘Then,” said 
the leader, ‘‘we will kill you.” ‘‘Oh,” 


Mr. McArthur was born at Bladenock, 
in Wigtonshire,*Scotland, May 13, 1823. 
His ancestors on his father’s side came 
originally from Oppen, ——— in 
the south highlands, and those on Sthe 
mother’s side from Oppen Ayershire. He 
came to Philadelphia when only ten 
years of age. As soon as he was old 
enough he was apprenticed toa carpen- 
ter, and served out his term. 

hile learning his business he employ- 
ed his evenings in studying drawing and 
architecture. His uncle kindly offered 
to defray the expenses of a liberal educa- 
tion, but this favorthe nephew declined 
to take advantage of, prefering to educate 
himself. 


In connection with the study of arch- 
tecturc he acquired a common school ed- 
ucation in the evenings, at the school of 
the carpenter's hall, where he learned 
drawing and designing; tor which he has 
always felt a strong taste. So assiduous- 
» bang he apply himself to these studies 
that he soon attained extraordi skill. 
And this skillsoon met with public re- 
cognition, for in 1848 he was awarded 
the first premium for his plan for a new 
house of refuge, and was entrusted with 
with the entire charge of the erection of 
the building. 

In 1849 he served as foreman for his 
uncle, who had secured the contract for 
the erection of the west wing of the 
Pennsylvania hospital. About a year 
later he was appointed superintendent on 
the east wing of the same hospital. 
These successes may be said to have fair- 
ly started him in the profession in which 
he has since won so much distinction, 
and of which he is one of the acknow}l- 
edged leaders. Philadelphia abounds 
with monuments to his finished art. 

Among the more prominent buildings 
erected by him may be mentioned the 
Continental, the Girard and the LaPierre 
hotels, the mansions of the late Dr. Jayne

the king smiled], but reasons of state 
are higher than considerations of jour- 
nalism. 

Journal reporter—Your majesty will 
not remaia over in Chicago ? 

The king—Not this time. State reasons 
compel me to hasten to Washington. I 
shall also visit the large cities on the 
Atlantic. When I return, in about six 
weeks, perhaps, I shall devote a week to 
your city, of which I have read and 
heard much. Kapena, are we near 
Chicago ? 

The king appeared inclined to end the 
audience, but the Tribune reporter said:

The king—Very much indegd, Some 
of your mountain scenery js sublime, 
and your prairies appear to be boundless.

The people along the route were rather 
curious, but! contrived to get along very 
well. They did not make any very an- 
noying manifestations. I suppose (with 
another smile) you are not much used to 
kings in this republican country? 

A reporter—Our last kingfwas a fail- 
ure. ad he been such a ruler as fame 
declares King Kalakaua to be, he would 
not have lost the best portions of his do- 
minions. 

The king—Ah,° I don’t know. You 
Americans are very democratic, you 
know, and don’t like paternal govern- 
ments, asyoucallthem. But, although 
we may not agree in all things, I have a 
deep and warm regard for your people. 
We have been a long time closely asso- 
ciated in @ commercial and social sense, 
and donot feel entirely foreign in the 
United States. Now, gentlemen, we are, 
I am given to understand, approaching 
Chicago, and do not consider me inhos 
pitable if I ask you to excuse me. 

The king bowed with great dignity, 
the reporters made the republican salutes 
and the audience was ended.

ALABAMA’S DEBT. 


Legislation Looking to the Liquidas 
tion of the State Debt.

MontGomMery, December 15.—The 
state senate has passed a bill authorizing 
the governor to appoint two commission- 
ers, citizens of Alabama, who, with the 
governor, shall constitute a board of 
commissioners to take charge and ascer- 
tain, liquidate and adjust the subsiding 
legal liabilities of the state on bonds, 
straight and endorsed, and coupons 
thereon in such manner as the interests 
of the state may require, and by negotia- 
tion to provide for the payment of such 
amount of said legal liabilities as may be 
arranged for under the powers conferred 
by the bill, and the interest that may be 
agreed to be paid in the principal so ne 
gotiated in such manner and at such 
times ag to them may seem advisable, 
and to this end said commissioners shall, 
by advertisement or otiierwise, at as early 
day as practicable, require presentation 
of all claims of said character with 
amount claimed, and they may enquire 
into the consideration alleged to have 
been paid or given to the state therefor, 
or alleged in support of the weve ca § 
claimed against the state. Provided, 
however, no adjustment of said alleged 
liabilities or any part thereof, or ar- 
rangement forthe payment of any sum 
in discharge thereof shall be binding on 
the state unless and until approved and 
ratified by the general assembly. The 
commissioners are required to report 
their action to the governor, who shall 
communicate the same to the general as- 
sembly. The bill will probably pass the 
house after recess, which takes place on 
the 17th.

The prospects of any dividend 
whatever are, we regret to say, none too 
good. 

The proposition of the commissioners 
lo turn the payment of the dividends 
over to the treasury department is quite 
unnecessary until it is satisfactorily 
shown that there will be funds enough to 
pay adivideud. It now looks as if the 
thing was sucked as dry as an orange, 
This proposition is probably a par- 
tisan trick to avoid the wrath to come. 
It would be just as proper to tura 
over the assets of Jay Cooke's e@- 
tate for the payment of its infinitesimal 
dividends. The whole proposition has a 
fishy smell; and if it is not intended as 
an entering wedge for a raid in some 
form on the treasury that will pacify the 
angry and swindled depositors, all of 
whom haye hereto ore voted the radical 
ticket, then the outside indications are 
deceiving. Congress should seriously 
undertuke the task of holding fhe men 
who concocted and condueied the vil 
hanoug swindle to a rigid responsibility, 
before it grants the treasury depar tmen
